ISU Reports Quality 
Of Freshman Class 


Illinois State University at 
Normal has a freshman class 
of 1968 with a mark of quality 
with fully 57%, a total of 1588 
Students ranking in the top 
quarter of their high school 
graduating classes. Of that 
number 98 were valedictorians 
or salutatorians. 

Data reported by Dr. Wilbur 
Venerable, dean of admissions, 
and records, shows that 2534 of 
the 2788 new freshmen were in 
the first or second quarters of 
their high school classes. 

By the same token, academic 
attrition at Illinois State contin¬ 
ues at a very low rate. In the 
freshman class of 1967, only 
8.7% of the total was dropped 
because of poor scholarship at 
the end of the academic year. 

In a supplementary report, 
the Admissions office said that 
3419 of the total number of 
freshmen at ISU are on schol¬ 
arships of varying types or re¬ 
ceiving grants or loans, or are 
involved in the work-study pro¬ 
gram. 

While 12,360 students are 
from 99 of Illinois’ 102 counties, 
there are 702 from 48 different 
states and 101 from 33 coun¬ 
tries or territories.

Drug Abuse In the Ivy League

“The Poisoned Ivy” makes 
little contribution to one’s under¬ 
standing of drug abuse or of 
student-life in the universities 
dubbed by sports writers in the 
twenties (or before) as ’‘Ivy 
League.” 

The book of- featur.es was pre¬ 
pared for a publication date of 
May 29, 1968. 

Perhaps Surface had to meet 
such a demanding deadline that 
he threw together odds and ends 
about drug abuse in order to 
satisfy a market of frustrated 
and curious parents who are 
sending their sons and daughters 
to a college or university. 

Certainly, all parents with or 
without previous collegiate ex¬ 
perience desire to have the lat¬ 
est word, from whatever source, 
to', use in their inevitable “be¬ 
fore you go away to college; I 
have a few things to say” lec¬ 
ture or monologue. 

The chapter headings are jas 
eye-catching as the title. 

The sub-title of the jacket—j‘A 
sobering report on the growing 
use of drugs in America’s mist 
elite eastern colleges —the Ivy 
League and tl\eir seven sister 
schools,”—is a prelude to chap¬ 
ter titles Iwhich are not necessar¬ 
ily related to the content: I 

1. “N^w Desire Under the 
Elms.” | 

2. “Yale: Pot, Police ahd 
Paranoia.” 

3. “Th,e ‘Grass’ Is Greener at 
Harvard.” 

4. “Columbia, Penn aid 
Brown: ‘Pot to Bum.’ ” v 

5. “Princeton and Dartmouth: 
Turning on in Tranquility.” 

And 6. “Pot Power on Cor¬ 
nell.” 

A reader doesn’t expect pn 


appendix or an index to be pre¬ 
pared for a newspaper feature 
or magazine report. 

However, for a book ptfrport- 
ing to be “authoritative and ob¬ 
jective,” one could expect an 
appendix or perhaps a listing of 
the names of the authorities in¬ 
terviewed and/or quoted. 

Instead of paying $5 for such 
a book as "Poisoned Ivy," a 
parent or student desiring accu¬ 
rate information on the drugs in 
question would be better advised 
to expend $2 for the 1967 publi¬ 
cation “Drug Abuse: Escape to 
Nowhere,” published by Smith 
Kline and French Laboratories 
in cooperation with the Ameri¬ 
can Association for Health, Phy¬ 
sical Education and Recreation, 
a department of the National 
Education Association. 

In this concise (104 pages) 
booklet, the advisory panel’s 
members are named, the drugs 
of abuse and their effects are 
identified, and the educational 
objective of a drug abuse pro¬ 
gram — to prevent the develop¬ 
ment of an actual drug abuse 
situation—is stated succinctly. 

“The factors that lead to drug 
abuse are many and complex 
and no single explanation or 
clear-cut course of action will 
fit every situation—An objective 
presentation of all applicable 
facts^ is the key to minimizing 
the possibility of drug abuse by 
young people.” 

The above statement from 
“Drug Abuse” is quoted not to 
to minimize the problem which 
“The Poisoned Ivy’s” publisher 
has apparently tried to exploit, 
but to emphasize that more in¬ 
formative yet less dramatic re¬ 
ports on drug abuse are avail¬ 
able to'concerned students, par¬ 
ents and educators. 

The Bureau of Drug Abuse 
Control with nine field offices, 
the Bureau of Narcotics with 15 
district offices, th,e American 
Medical Association, or the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental Health 
in Bethesda, Maryland, are 
sources of educational informa¬ 
tion oh drug abuse.

Last year, the Illinois state 
legislature passed a law known 
as the Flammable Fabrics and 
Toys Act, which sets limits on 
the flammability of certain 
toys, dolls and fabrics. 

Since the law was not effect¬ 
ive until Jan. 1, 1968, it is being 
subjected to its first broad test 
this Christmas shopping season. 

Among other restrictions, no 
tqys or dolls may be manufac- 


Exemptlons are provided 
for toys normally used by 
older children when the 
potential danger is well 
known. 

Chemistry sets are spe¬ 
cifically mentioned in the 
law as being exempt, along 
with balsa wood model air¬ 
planes and other toys 
“which by the only use for 
which they are made do not 
constitue a flammable dan¬ 
ger to children.” 


City, Retailers, Property Owners Could 
Profitably Discuss Downtown Rejuvenation 

Serious concern, has been voiced by Gran¬ 
ite City municipal officials about the gradual 
decline of the downtown business district. Simi¬ 
lar concern also has been expressed by retail 
merchants, many of whom see a need for a mas¬ 
sive rejuvenation program. 

This being the case, it would be appropri¬ 
ate for large and small retailers and property 
owners of the downtown area to-' participate in 
a conference with the city council, As-voted at 
the last council session. 

The businessmen have a large investment 
in the central business district of Granite City, 
and the city government also has much at stake, 
including considerable revenue from property 
and sales taxes. All parties — including the 
public — would benefit from the downtown re¬ 
surgence all are so interested in fostering and 
accomplishing. 

Hopefully, a discussion will take place that 
will lead to mutual understanding of what can 
and should be done. 

Although aware that much can be achieved 
through governmental processes, leadership, 
laws and policies to encourage physical and eco¬ 
nomic improvements, local officials also could 
properly expect the retailers to present ideas 
not only on what the city could do for them, 
but what they propose to do for themselves. 

Crackdown On Railroad Freight 
Thefts Meeting With Success 

Crime seems to run in patterns, and the 
current fad involves looting freight cars on rail¬ 
road sidings of appliances and other goods 
valued in the thousands and tens of thousands 
of dollars. 

Thanks to alert efforts by railroad security 
agents and Venice-Madison area police, such 
thefts are being made more difficult ahd arrests 
are occurring. Trials and, where warranted, pun¬ 
ishment should follow promptly. 

The resignation of a Madison patrolman 
indicted for possession of property allegedly 
stolen from such a shipment provides added 
warning to prospective law violators: Trains, 
trucks and their contents are "off limits" wher¬ 
ever parked and whether or not guards are 
visible.

Eliminate Primary for Delegates

It is true that it could open the door to 
extra candidates hoping to split the vote for 
leading contenders. 

But with two convention Relegates to be 
chosen in each senatorial district, it still seems 
acceptable to name those obtaining the largest 
vote totals. And we cannot regard a potentially 
long ballot list as a serious problem, since the 
delegates probably will be the only issue voters 
must decide in the fall 1969 election preceding 
the 1970 convention. 

Joint Madison-Venice Council 
Session On Development Plans 

Tonight's joint meeting of Venice and 
Madison city council members to review neigh¬ 
borhood redevelopment proposals is a construc¬ 
tive step. 

Many of the issues and problems are simi¬ 
lar, and the presence of both legislative bodies 
could prove that "two heads are better than 
one" in seeking solutions. 

Madison and Venice have much in com¬ 
mon. They are in the same township, and might 
find that governmental business could be han¬ 
dled more expeditiously if they held frequent 
joint discussions.

Q. My wife and I support our 
daughter, who is a senior • in 
college. If she gets married be¬ 
fore the end of this year, will we 
lose our exemption for her? 

A. You will if she files a joint 
return with her husband. 

However, if she files a sepa¬ 
rate return or if dhe has no 
income and does not file jointly 
with her husband, you njay 
claim an exemption for her if 
she otherwise qualifies as your 
dependent. In that case, you, 
not her husband, get the exemp¬ 
tion. 

Q. I’ve been taking deprecia¬ 
tion on my dairy herd. Hew do 
I deduct several, cows that froze 
to death last winter? 

A'. Claim a casualty loss for 
tHb undepreciated value of this 
livestock, less the value of any 
salvage. If your loss was cov- 
erfed by Insurance, you might 
have a gain rather than a loss 
to report, depending on the 
amount of your insurance reim¬ 
bursement. 


Check the Farmer’s Tax- 
Guide, Publication 225, for de¬ 
tails. A free copy -may be ob¬ 
tained from your local IRS of¬ 
fice or from the County Exten¬ 
sion Agent. 

Q. I was audited and had to 
pay more tax on my 1966 return. 
I paid it and now I get another 
bill for the same amount. What 
should I do? 

A. Return'the bill along with 
a copy of your canceled check 
or money order. Frequently, 
IRS receives payments that 
cannot be identified and this 
might have happened in your

your payment was received too 
late in our processing cycle to 
make the necessary adjustment 
in the billing notices. 

A good practice to follow, 
when paying a tax bill, is to put 
your Social Security number on 
the check or money order and
